work on the part of fellow senators. 

Tucker, who is counsel for Senator 


Bilbo, angered by the use of the shorter 

and uglier word, rushed at Banks.. 

Ranks, white with anger, rushed to- 

wards Tucker. Other senators inter- 

vened, and roughly pulled the men

The quarrel came suddenly and un- 
expectedly. L. C. Dulaney, charged 
by Senator Bilbo with having paid him 
a bribe, had been on the stand. He 
hag denied the charge flatly, and was 
beine cross-examined by Senator Tuck- 
er, of counse] for Senator Bilbo. The 
witness was unshaken in his denial of 
any crookedness, but declared ,that), 
Bilbo repeatedly hinted that he could 
be bribed, and repeatedly asked for 
and received bottles of liquor. He de-

A number of senators-were on their 
feat demanding recognition, President 
tro Tem.

“T resent that question; I resent the 
insinuation that I permitted anyone to 
pay my ‘expenses.”’

In a lull in the uproar, he got 
the floor and shouted: 

Lie Is Passed. 

“Any man who says or insinuates 
that anybody paid the expenses of my 
friend, Congressman Byrd, is a liar, as 
false as hell.” 

Senator Tucker made a rush at 

~ Banks and Banks charged to meet him. 
Senators turned over tables and chairs 
to get between the angry solons. It 
*¥Yooked like a personal difficulty could 
not be averted, but some rough hand- 
ling of the two belligefent senators 
-ended in their being jerked apart. Sen- 
ator Tucker said the question was not 
his, but he was here to do his duty as 
he saw fit, that no man could bull- 
doze him, and. that he was prepared to 
answer for his course personally, of 
otherwise, at any time or place. He 
added that he would: except Senator. 
Anderson from the question. After an- 
other wrangle, the question was with- 
éfawn. 

Senators Apologize. 

Then several senators demanded that 
the néWwspaper men be “instructed” not 
to mention either the quarre!] or the 
wrangle between Senators Banks and 
Tucker. 

“It is stricken from the record,” said 
President Pro Tem.’ Dean, “and the 
newspapers cannot print anything not 
in the record, or the result of anything 
not in the record, including our little 
personal disagreement.”

ENO CAME PEACEFULLY —

Washington, April 8—Thomas F. 
Walsh, the milHonaire mine owner, died 
at his home here tonight at 11:3 
o'clock. 

Death was due to a growth on the 
lungs, the result of an injury received 
years ago when Mr. Walsh was a min- 
er in the west. Although the “Silver 
Mining King,” as Mr. Walsh was 
known, had been sick for the past 
thre} months, the end came suddenly 
and ‘peacefully. 

He died in his palatial Massachusetts 
avenue home herc, whither he returned 
several weeks ago after a tour through 
the south in search of health. He was 
surrounded when the end came by the 
immediate members of his family, his 
.wife, daughter and son-in-law, Edward 
B. McLean, and by three physicians. 

Will Be Buried by Son’s Side. 

He will be buried in Rock Creek 
cemetery, in this city, by the side of 
his only son, who lost his life in an 
‘automobile accident in New England 
several years ago. At his own re- 
quest the funeral ceremonies will be 
simple. They will be conducted by the 
Masonic order, and will be held Sun- 
day afternoon. 

Thomas F. Walsh was born tn Ire- 
land in-3861.° He wam e@u¢ated in the 
public schovts, and -earty “tn life was 
apprenticed to a wheelwright. 

Camé te Sthtes Whei a Youth. 

When he was 19 years 0ld he came 
to the United States, going aimost 4di- 
rectly to Colorado, whéfre he made 
his fortune in the devélopment of 
mines. In 1879 he was married to Miss 
Carrie B. Reed. He was nameg as one 
of the commissioners to the Paris ex- 
position in 1900, and has been other- 
wise signally honored by his govern- 
ment. 
The tragic death of his only son 
some years ago was a most severe 
shock to Mr. Walsh, and one from 
which he never fully recovered. The 
boy was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent which injured his sister, now Mrs. 
Edward ‘McLean.

Weshington, April &.—--(Special.)— 
The cabinet .of President Taft is 
threatened with disruption. Despite 
the denials given out today in response 
to persistent rumors of approaching 
resignation vf, cabinet officials. the 
impression is widespread that within 
agshort time two or three members 
will get out. 

The cabinet circle is torn with dis- 
sension, and the widespread popular 
eriticism of the administration has not 
helped to smooth ruffled feelings or to 
harmonize differences. 

President Taft said 
nothing of contemplated 
of cabiret officials. Secretary of the 
Treasury. MacVeagh gave ‘out both 
formal and informal denials: of stories 
published in the New York papers this 
morning. f 

Knox Heads One Faction. 

Secretary Knox Its the head of one 
faction in the cabinet. He is sup- 
ported on the floor of the senate by 
Senators Aldrich, Crane, 
Penrose. This coterie of senators are 
at outs with Postmaster General 
Hitchcock over patronage matters and 
believe he has exercised too much 
power in shaping the affairs of the 
administration and ought to be rele- 
gated to his own departmeng¢ or, pos- 
sibly, to private life... In thd cabinet, 
Secretaries Dickinsen and Meyer stand 
with the opposition to Hitchcock, and 
this has led to the postmaster gen- 
eral’s complaint to his friends that. a 
cabal has been formed to drive him 
out of the caninet, 

Hitechcock’s Supporters. 

The postmaster general is supported 
by Secretaries MacVeagh, Ballinger 
and Nageél. It is admitted Mr. Hitch- 
eock had much to do with these men 
being taken in the cabinet. Naturally 
this condition of affairs cannot long 
exist and there will be a breaking up 
of the president’s official family. Sec- 
retary Dickinson may-resign to enter 
the race. for senator from Tennessee. 

MacVeagh’s Resignation Expected. 

The resignation of Secretary Mac- 
Veagh is expected at an early date. 
That of Secretary Ballinger will prob- 
ably be handed in at the close of the 
present Ballinger-Pinchot investiga- 
ticn, even if he is exonerated, as his 
friends have all along felt he would 
be. Rumor has put the limit of his 
service at December 1.

Four Others Hurt ‘in Disastrous 
Wreck on Baltimore 
and Ohio. 


Wheeling, W. Va., April 8—In a 
head-on collision early today between 
two freight. trains on the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad at Roney’s Point, 
eight miles east of here, Engineer Nash 
was killed and four other trainmen se- 
riously injured. 

One of the locomotives was thrown 
over into Wheeling creek and the other 
to the opposite side in a field. Both 
tracks were heaped high with debris. 
A misunderstanding of train orders 
is assigned as thé cause of the wreck.

He 
then went into private life; taking up 
his law practice, and in.1893 went 
with the American Telephone Com- 
pany. His office is at 621 Grant 
building. 

Begins in Government Service. 

Following in the footsteps of his 
father, Robert"S. Sharp, in 1893, began 
his tareer+in the government's ser- 
vice. In that year he was appointed 
inspector in charge of the southern 
division with headquarters at Chat- 
tanooga, and in MeKinley’s administra- 
tion was appointed postmaster of 
Chattanooga. He was reappointed to 
that office by President Roosevelt, who 
later made him collector of internal 
revénue for the consolidated Tennes- 
See district. He resigned that posi- 
tion on Wednesday to accept the new 
place. 

The new chief inspector is now 41 
years of age, and his father was about 
that old, too, when he became chief 
inspector. Robert Sharp has. long 
been recégnized as one of the leaders 
of the republican party in Tennessee 
and has characterized his career by 
independence of action.

Body Taken to Hartwell. 

At an early hour this morning the 
body of the dead watchman was taken 
to his old home at Hartwell, Ga., 
funeral and. interment. it being the 
desire of the family that the obsequies 
take place as early as possible. 

Night Watchman Holland, who was 
4° years of age and lived at 149 Simp- 
street with his wife and two 
small children, was shot down in the

IN RETURNING TO POOR 


igher Cost of Living Retards 
‘‘Good Times”’ Spoken 
About. ’ 


New York, April 8.—Charitable or- 
ganizations here take a gloomy view 
pot recent statements from _ various 
sources to the effect that prosperity 
Rae returned. The annual report of the 


relief department of the Association 
for Improving the Condition of the 


Poor says: a 

“New York City is only about 15 
per cent recovered “from hard times, 
and the higher cost of ving has becn 
the principal reason for the retarding 
of this recovery. 

“The total number of cases before 
the association at present shows 50 
per cent increase over the same period 
in 1906, a normal year, and only 11 per 
cent decrease from last year. 

“The statistics of application and 
relief during the months following 


}acute industrial depression are a fair 


index of the degree of recovery reach- 
ed by the poor. Our work for the 
past six months shows the poor are 


still reaping the aftermath of the 
panic. The very poor are getting on 
their feet very slowly. Newspapers and 
public speakers may be enthusiastic in 
their descriptions of the ‘better times 
that are now with us, but families that 
for months were underfed and over- 
anxious because work and income had 
failed are still in arrears with rent, 
still eating meager meals and _ “still 
need assistance. 

“There is no evidence among appli- 
cants of an increase in wages, espe- 
cially in the case of uriskilled labor, 
although employment is 
eral.”

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THE:».SAGE LOAN FUND. 


Something new in the field of practical philanthropy has been 
proposed by Mrs. Russell Sage and is being carried out with the aid 
of the Sage millions. 

The widow of the New York millionaire, in perfecting an organi- 
zation that will loan money at moderate rates of interest to people of 
small means, is entering a big field of practical philanthropy which 
has heretofore been ignored. : 

It aims to strike a blow at the loan sharks who are being out- 
lawed in almost every state of the union. 

It is designed to save from suffering and humiliation the thou-. 
sands in every large city who live in that dreary twilight zone be- 
tween meager comforts and positive want. . 

It is a plan to protect those who, under temporary embarrass- 
ment from whatever source, with earning power curtailed and 
credit dwindling, would otherwise fall into the clutches of the loan 
sharks. Just how many people there are of that kind the social set- 
tlement workers and those actively connected with the Associated 
Charities may testify. 

The world is gradually progressing in its*attitude toward the 
unfortunate and is adopting advanced methods in curing the diseases 
of poverty and crime. 

Those directing the most intelligent efforts toward the uplifting 
of their fellow-man are a unit in declaring the most permanently 
effective method is to help people to help themselves. That is the 
primary object of schools and colleges. 

Libraries and hospitals, foundling asylums and orphanages, 
lodging rooms and sanitariums for the sick and the insane, homes for 
the aged and the destitute have been provided by a prosperous and 
generous-hearted people. 

But to bend to the purpose of practical philanthropy the busi- | 
ness of loaning money at interest;to invest the three-ball-sign of 
the money-lender with the qualities of mercy, benevolence and kind- 
ness, is to work such a transformation as would amaze Solomon. 

_It is probable that the organizer of the system would wish to 
make it practically, if not entirely, self-supporting. The percentage 
of loans in the doubtful and assured classes will probably prove 
puzzling. With a hundred offices in a hundred cities loaning several 
hundred thousand a year, the Sage millions would not last very 
long unless some came back. 

But there is a large class of earnest, honest, hard-working, pro- 
ductive citizens who occasionally, under the stress of exceptional 
circumstances, fall into debt and must sacrifice their meager savings, 
whom to help in this way would be to protect from becoming 
charges on the community and finally restore to the ranks of the 
workers. 

To save this well meaning, but unfortunate, class from the hard- 
ships and loss of self-respect which an acquaintance with the loan 
shark entails, is the purpose of the Russell Sage fund. 

_Of all the humanitarian plans to which the millions of benevo- 
lence have been devoted, few promise richer returns in practical 
results than this, 
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THE FUTURE GAMBLING BILL. 


The house of representatives is now called upon to deal with a 
sweeping measure aimed at gambling in cotton futures, as formu- 
lated by its committee on agriculture. 

This bill virtually came into being at the behest of the Farmers’ 
Union. It was the strong showing made by that organization be- 
fore the house committee, backed up by thousands of letters from 
members of the Farmers’ Union to congress, that brought a long 
controversy to a crisis. 

The Constitution doubts the wisdom of amending the bill to 
make its operations exclude grain and other food products exchanges. 

There have been as many abuses in the corn and wheat markets 
as on the cotton markets. They have affected, relatively, as many 
people. 

If gambling in cotton is wrong, then gambling in wheat and 
corn is equally wrong. 

Already, a rumor is circulating to the effect that the bill will not 
pass the senate at this session. The author of the bill is responsible 
for the report. 

Doubtless, it is predicated upon due investigation. But it is well 
for senators to bear in mind that at this moment of political crisis, 
with the country thorovghly aroused, it will be a dangerous prac- 
tice to trifle with the public will, plainly expressed. 

It is gratifying to know that the great majority of southern rep- 
resentatives. and senators have committed themselves to the aboli- 
tion of gambling in farm products. 

Now is the time, not only for them, but for ALL representa- 
tives and senators to redeem the pledges so frequently given the 
farmers to protect them against the speculative gamblers. 
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MORE LIBEL SUITS. 


The merchant marine subsidy hearing promises to be exciting. 

For uttering and circulating an alleged libel, Representative 
Steenerson, of Wisconsin, has caused the arrest of the publisher of 
The American Flag, published in the interest of the merchant ma- 
rine subsidy. ‘ 

The author of the alleged hbel, John A. Penton, charged that 
Mr. Steenerson had “maliciously falsified the facts in connection 
with an important public question; that he was “dishonest and an 
enemy of his country’s best interests.” 

Even in this day of the muckraker’s delight, such a charge is 
serious enough to deserve investigation, or emphatic refutation. 

There is, probably a good deal of politics and attempted graft 
mixed up in this whole ship subsidy business. : 

The advocates of subsidies to build up an American merchant 
marine have been active, intensive and aggressive in carrying on the 
fight. They must be given the credit for waging a, most zealous 
campaign. 27

Criticises State Courts. 
Editor Constitttion: I have watched 
with a great deal of ‘interest the dis- 
cussion by able judges and lawyers 
of various sections of the state on the 
court proposition. 


Pere a be an

taxpayer, and especially all the atter- 
neys who practice in the Georgia 
courts. 4 

The points heretofore discussed do 
not, in my opinion, reach far enough 
into the subject. It is unnecessary to 
state the particulars concerning the 
old law, but only to point out the 
evils in order that the remedy may be 
applied. I do not refer to the large 
cities of the _ state, because their 
courts are already different from our 
country courts. 

In the Pataula circuit, wherein I re- 
side, there are six counties. The judge 
resides in one county and the solicitor 
general resides in still another county. 
Both are out of touch with the various 
clerks in each county, out of reach of 
the sheriffs of each county» and never 
see a grand juror until they go to hold 
the court. 

If a murder or other crime is com- 
mitted in a county and the defendant 
is surrounded by friends, relatives and 
wealth, of course they commence 
manipulations for his defense, “Every- 
body’s business is nobody's business,” 
and there is no one looking after the 
interest of the state. Perhaps it is six 
months before the grand jury meets 
again, and no preparations have been 
made for the prosecution, 

This is especially true where the de- 
ceased or prosecutor is unable to hire 
counsel to assist in the prosecution. By 
the time the judge, solicitor general 
and the grand jury come together to 
handle the matter, the track has got- 
ten cold, and the state’s interest is just 
then taken in hand. The solicitor, if 
the defendant is indicted, don’t know 
the local feeling between the parties, 
and is therefore at a loss in selecting a 
jury to try the defendant, and the re- 
sult is that, after continuances for a 
number of terms of court, an acquittal 
most likely results. 

' When a warrant is issued for a poor 
fellow who can’t make bond, if court 
has just adjourned, he must remain in 
jail for a period of six months at the 
expense of the county before he can be 
indicted and tried. (I think if he is 
sentenced to the gang or the peniten- 
tiary, he should have credit for this 
six months’ term in jail taken off his 
sentence for the crime.) 

Evils of the City Courts. 

Next comes the evils of the city 
courts. I don’t believe there are two 
city courts in Georgia exactly alike. 
The jurisdiction, powers, procedure, 
etc.. is different in nearly all of them, 
and if you want to file a suit in an- 
other city court, away from home, it is 
necessary to get the act creating their 
city court and study it before you 
know how to bring the suit. ° 

In the first place, you don't know 
what act of the legislature to look in 
for the bill. Some of them are named 
“City Court of Blank County,’ others 
“City Court of Atlanta,” or some little 
town, and if the petition should be ad- 
dressed improperly by reason of your 
being unable to find’ the act creating 
the court, the court, of course, dis- 
misses the petition; and if he don’t, 
the court of appeals is standing ready 
to reverse-him when he is right and 
affirm him when he is wrong. 

These city courts usually meet once 
in évery three months, and cost about 
less the 
expense of the grand jury. 

I agree with Mr. Terrell in Monday's 
Constitution, that every city court 
should be abolished. .That there should 
be a superior court held in each county 
at least every three months. Have a 
grand jury every six months. Have a 
solicitor general in every county. Give 
him the power to draw accusations and 
try misdemeanors without indictments 


by the grand jury, and then when the

Americus Wants Jackson. 

Americus, @a., April 8.—(Special.)— 
The Americus board of trade hag wired 
an invitation to J. F. Jackson, immi- 
gration agent of the Central of Geor- 
gia railway, to be sure and include 
Americus in his intinerary and to be 
the guest of the Americus board of 
trade while in the city. 

Mr. Jackson is the new official sent 
to the Central by the Illinois Central, 
his business being to study the country 
along the line of the Georgia Central 
and devote his energies to making its 
advantages and possibilities known to 
the farmers of the west and northwest, 
with a view to inducing immigration 
from those sections to the territory 
traversed by the lines of the Centra] 
of Georgia. 
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grand jury does meet three months 
hence they can indict the misdemean- 
ors that the solicitor has overlooked, 
or did not hear of. 

It is necessary to have a solicitor in 
each county for the reasons already 
stated. The counsel for the defendant 
are usually on the scene, and know the 
local conditions, and the state should 
not be at a disadvantage. 

Will Save Money. *—-——— 

Mr. Terrell has already submitted 
the figures to show that this will save 
a great deal of money each year to the 
small counties, and why it should: not 
be saved and better results secured. I 
do not understand. 

In the Pataula circuit there is paid 
to city court judges alohe not leas 
than four thousand doliars a year, and 
three thousand dollars of this money 
would hire another judge and divide 
the circuit.. The grand jury expenses 
would remain the same as now, or less: 
because a-great deal of criminal busi- 
ness would be handled without indict- 
ments. The petit jury expense would 
be practically the same as it is now 
in beth courts combined, or some less. 

The result would be that the state's 
interest could bé more closely guard- 
ed, trials would be more speedy, and 
the guilty punished more rapidly, and 
the jail expenses greatly reduced. 
Each county could select their own so- 
licitor and the counties polling the 
biggest votes would not have such ad- 
vantage over the little counties in 
their selection. The voters of each 
county know who they want, and they 
could elect him; then they could look 
to him and see whether or not he does 
his duty. 

I think, also, the idea presented by 
Judge Fite is a good one. Abolish the 
eourt of appeals. Let superior court 
be final with all cases originating in 
justice courts. Let the supreme court 
work in divisions, and increase the cost 
of taking’ cases to supreme court, also 
make them decide them one way or 
the other, when they do get there, be- 
fore all the parties litigant are dead 
with old age. - R DD. RICH.

RAILROADS WOULD P 


“Put me down as heartily in favor 
of the movement. And not only that, 
but schedule me as one of the ones 
that are willing to do anything in 
their power to help get the stop-overs 


for Atlanta.” 

Thus spoke W. P. Dorough, of the 
Ludden & Bates Company, yesterday, in 
speaking of the agitation for stop- 
overs on the one-way tickets through 
Atlanta. Mr. Dorough feels that At- 
lanta needs the stop-overs almost as 
badly as she has ever needed anything; 
that she deserves them as much as any 
southern city now enjoying them, and 
that she must have them if it is possi- 
ble to secure them. 

“Until recently,’ said Mr. Dorough, 
“IT had thought of the matter only in 
@ casual manner. In fact, I never real- 
ized what the stop-overs would mean 
to the city until the present agitation 
was begun. But when I looked into 
the matter thoroughly I immediately 
became convinced that Atlanta not 
only needs and deserves the stop- 
overs, but must have them. 

“The faliure of the roads to grant 
the privileges, I believe, is due largely 
to the fact that they understand neith- 
er how much the city wants stop-overs 
nor how much they would mean to the 
city. I am loathe to believe that the 
roads would openly antagonize the city 
as a whole by refusing to grant a 
privilege which will cost them so lit- 
tle as even they believe the stop-overs 
will. 

“As to whether or not the stop-overs 
would mean any loss to the roads, 
there seems to be a diversity of opin- 
ion between the roads and Atlantans 
as a whole. But it appears to me that 
the chances of the roads losing any- 
thing of comsequence are small com- 
pared to what they will gain not only 
in the matter of good-will of the en- 


tire city and the traveling public, but 
in the indirect benefits they will draw 
from those accruing to the city. At-

Royalty is affiliated with Freema- 
sonry in most of the Protestant coun- 
tries of Europe. In Great Britain the 
grand mastership is vested in the duke 
of Connaught, who succeeded in that 
office hig elder brother, King Edward, 
when the latter ascended the throne. 
In Sweden, in Norway, in Denmark, the 
‘kings and the princes of their house 
are all Masons, and so, too, are the 
two Prince Henrys of Prussia and of 
the Netherlands. In these Protestant 
countries of monarchial Europe, as 
also here in republican America, Free- 
masonry is essentially nonpolitical and 
philanthropic.

Trinity is an institution about which

In the 
same way that the Royal College of 
Heralds is permitted to maintain iteelf 
in existence by means of charging 
heavy fees for the registration of ti- 
tles, for the grant of armorial bear- 
ings, for genealogical researches, and 
for the management of state functions, 
so has Trinity House been allowed, for 
several centuries, to raise large reve- 
nues by levying pilotage and light- 
house dues on all vessels entering 
British ports.

Charter Granted by Heury VIII. 

It was Henry VIII. who first granted 
the charter of incorporation to what 
was then a guild of pilots and master 
mariners, at Deptford Strouti, in the 
county of Kent. 

Early in the seventeenth century 
Trinity House, as the corporation was 
styled, was entrusted with the respon- 
sibility of surveying shipping, built, 
hired out or purchased by the govern- 
ment, and in 1613 a vessel named the 
“Mayfiower’ was offered for sale to 
the government, but was rejected as 
unfit for public service, by direction 
and on the report of the brethren of 
Trinity House. It was this very ship 
that was thus turned down by Trinity 
House that subsequently brought the 
Pilgram fathers to this country. The 
headquarters of Trinity House are sit- 
uated on Tower Hill, near the Tower 
of London, and were built at the end 
of the efghteenth century, from deé- 
sign by Wyatt; being the third home 
of the brethren, the first house, where 


Samuel, Pepys, of diary fame, also @ 
brother, was wont to have his officed, 


having been destroyed by the great 
fire of London in 1666. 


There are,.in addition to the regular

DECLINES GENERAL 
IN THE STOCK LIST | 


Increased Offerings, but The 
Were. Not Excessive---Rising * 
Money Rate a Factor. 


New York, April 8.—There was a 
considerable, but not an é¢xcessive in- 
crease in the offerings of stocks for 
sale today. There was, however, a dis- 
tinct increase in the. difficulty with 
which they were marketed. The ab- 
scence of bidg at current quotations 
made itself. oovious at the outset and 
as prices declined, the bids at succes- 
sive stages of the decline were rapidiy 
filled, necessitating further concessions 
by the selierg in order to place their 
stocks. Much of the selling was caiied 
protessiona] and was believed to be 
-rompted as much by this lack of de- 
mand and the consequent readiness 
with which prices could be forced 
downward as by any positive factors 
of depression. There were various news 
items, however, the digestion of which 
Was accomplished with poor reiish. 
Declines of 1 to 3 points were general 
at the end of the day. ’ 

The rising money rate was a broad 
effective inrtluence on the day’s mar- 
ket. Coupled with the belief that gold 
exports would further deplete the re- 
serves of the banks next: week, the 
money situation offered little incentive 
to buy stocks. The fact that the steam- 
er gailing from New York next Wednes- 
day will land consignments in London 
only one day later than the steamer 
sailing tomorrcw shows a motive for 
deferring shipments until then. The 
rise in money rates here and the sav- 
ing of time for interest allowance in 
transit would operate to make an ad- 
diticnal profit on the postponement of 
the transaction. Preliminary estimates 
of the currency movement of the week 
indicate excess of receipts from the 
interior to the extent of several mil- | 
lions of dollars. The subtreasury op- 
erations have nearly balanced. The 
$5,500,000 of gold exports which figure 
in the banking week will be partly 
offset, therefore. There remains the 
possibility of a reduction of deposits 
by a scaling down of the loan account, 
which would relieve the drain on the 
surplus. Not only call, but time loans 
ars rising, however, indicating the ex- 
pectation of the continued firmness of 
money rates. Time loans for nearly 
all periods were quoted % per cent 
higher today. 

The government crop report, pub- 
lished at. noon, brought no relief to 
the stock market depression. Such 
corrfort as could be found was in the 
belief that conditions have imvroved 
sirce the date of the revort and that 
the increased acreage would bring up 
the yield in spite of the deterioration. 
The decline of 5 points in the condi- 
tion December 1 to April 1, however, 
stows the glaring contrast of early 
exnectations of the crop with the after- 
effects of the winter killing.

Curtailment is per- 
sisted in in most sections of the 
manufacturing industry of this coun- 
try. 

Bears maintain that there will be 
more than enough cotton for. the 
world’s needs when allowance is made 
for curtailment of production of cot- 
ton goods. Very manv members of 
the trade are holding aloof, awaiting 
further developments, declining to 
take the risk. on the one hand, of 
selling short and _  ~possibly being 
squeezed or, on the other, of buying 
and perhaps getting some of the hold- 
ings of leading bulls. A large acre- 
age is expected and also a revival of 
trade later in the year. The present 
sitvation puzzles some of the shrewdest 
and most experienced.
